Would the voters of Oklahoma send 
a saloon keeper to the constitutional 
convention to write a pro\ ision in the 
constitution for prohibition? 
Would the people of Oklahoma send 
a minister to the constitutional con\i n- 
tion to make a provision for a wide- 
open liquor policy in the constitution? J tion for Oklahoma 
Here are two propositions to which 
any voter in Oklahoma w’ould be able 
to make immediate reply. 
How much 
difference is there in either of these 
two propositions and the one made by 
the republican party to send railroad 
attorneys and ^representatives of the 
railroads to the constitutional conven­ 
tion to make provisions for regulating 
those corporations?

will soon be construed by the interstate 
[commerce commission. 
A negro of 
Chattanooga, claiming to represent the 
colored people of that city, has written 
the commission protesting against the 
law’ in Tennessee ami other southern 
states. 
The negro claims the separate 
car law is in violation of the federal 
constitution and that it is a regulation 
of interstate commerce. 
He says that 
the feature of the law, as administered 
in most of the states which requires a 
negro riding from a state in which 
whites and negroes are not made to 
ride in separate coaches to go into the 
coach for colored people as soon as the 
train passes into a Jim t row state, is 
a violation of the constitution.

In the north it was looked upon 
as the gatew ay to th e enem y’s country. 
In the south it was the front door 
to the Federal capital. 
Moat of the men who fought in the Union arm ies of 
th e e a st w ent over this old bridge to the cam ps and battlefields of the south.

It was built by a private com pany and was a toll bridge. 
W hen th e

It was rebuilt. 
T he second stru ctu re grew old and 
the advent of th e steam railroad m ade a stro n g er bridge necessary, and th e 
Long Bridge was built.
